The capi- 
tal stock of the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern will be held by 
somebody, persons or corporations, if 
not oy the present owners, by other 
owners.

Today, twenty-four hours later, a 
tiny bit of filter paper, saturated with 
acid, was placed against the body, now 
dry and shriveled. The frog kicked 
both legs and dislodged the paper. 
Placed upon its back, the paper was 
shaken off. Every time it was)}placed 
on any part of the body, the legs sent 
it fying.

Have Been Repgyesented—Sample of 

Morals in Eighteenth-century Society. 

{Chicago Tribune:] It is a frequent 
habit of the moralists, as well as of 
sociological students, to sigh for the 
“good old times” and to compare the 
morals and manners of the present 
cay with those of the days of cour 
grandfathers and grandmothers. The 
smartness, and fastness, and boldness 
of moderr society more than once have 
turnished themes for poets and essay- 
ists as wel! as for the pulpit, and have 
been placed in contrast with the mod- 
esty, anc dignity, and propristy of 
those o!4 days—so often, in fact, that 
we have come to regard our ‘forbears 
as patterns of exemplary conduct. 

It is refreshing, however, now and 
then to find testimony that some cf 
the grandmothers were no better than 
some of theiz descendants. Testimony 
of this sort is contained In a iet‘er 
which was sold in an autograph rale 
in New York the other day. it was 
written at London in 1775, by Soonta 
Montagu, wife of the English admire! 
who commanded on the North Ameri- 
can stetion. Lady Montagu had leen 
to a supper, and with feminine frank- 
ness at d enthusiasm describes .t to a 
friend.

“sup: at.” Everyone was drunk, “on 
my censcience,” but she did not con- 
tider thet any matter, “for we were 
gowl con pany.” Then Lady Soph.

The collection wagon designed by the 
Chicago man, which pleased Superin- 
tendent Bell, had one great defect, and 
it Is feared that this one thing may 
prevent the plan being put into exe- 
cution. The defect is that on account 
of the number of stops necessarily 
made in course of a tour of collec- 
tion, the wer stored up in the ve- 
hicle is diy exhausted, and the 
wagon in consequence is apt to be left 
stranded far from the central office. 

It was demonstrated by experiments 
that more power is necessary to oper- 
ate one of these wagons over a fairiy 
small mail route than would be re- 
quired to propel the vehicle fifteen 
utiles in a straight direction without 
stops. So many stops are e and 
the speed must be got up so many 


times in stccession that this plan will . 


no doubt be abandoned. The vehicle 
in question was opera by electric- 
ity. It is possible that line may 
be tried with better success, and that 
a wagon which shall meet all the re- 
quirements may be evolved.

cial diploma. He came to California 
several years ago, and made his home 
in Riverside, where he formed many 
pleasant acquaintances, but unknown 
to his friends, he had acquired a habit 
which was slowly sapping the strength 
of an unusually strong mind. had 
become a cocaine victim, and habitu- 
ally used the hypodermic needle. He 
did not begin taking the drug to allay 
pain, but because of its temporary 
stimulating effects, and for this reason 
he found the habit too strong two be 
shaken off. 

About nine months ago the doctor's 
éendition became such that his friends 
made preparations to have him com- 
mitted to the State hospital at High- 
land, and the commitment was all but 
made out, when Dr. George W. Camp- 
bell of Los Angeles agreed to take 
charge of Walker and try to save him 
from himeelf. He came to this city, 
and for several months he did not 
touch the drug which had cursed his 
life. Some time ago, how long his 
friends here do not know, he again 
yielded to the craving, and began se- 
eretly using the needle. The culm'n2- 
tion of his return to the old ways came 
yesterday, when, having been de- 
prived of his needle by friends, he 
took nearly or quite an ounce of mor- 
phine or other drug, and it came near 
killing him. Today his friends will 
make an effort to have him committed 
to an asylum, where it will be impos- 
sible for him to secure opiates,

HE PROTOCOL WITH NICARAGUA. 


While some of the chief features 
of the protocol between the United 
States and Nicaragua, relative to the 
isthmian canal, have been given in the 
press dispatches, the text of that in- 
strument, for obvious reasons, has not 
yet been made public. A dispatch pub- 
lished in the Baltimore American, un- 
der date of January 3, purports to give 
some important features of the protoco| 
which had not, up to that date, been 
made known to the public. One of 
these, according to the dispatch, is 
the complete American jurisdiction 
granted, and the establishment of 
American courts, civil and criminal, 


cluding the proposed termini, Grey- 
town on the Atlantic, and Brito on the 
Pacific. It is further stated that the 
United States is to have the entire 
policing of this large tract, so that: it 
“has the power to preserve order, and 
after that to issue judicial process ex- 
tending throughout this sone.”

UR PAN-AMERICAN POLICY. 


Hon. John Barrett, delegate from 
the United States to the Pan-American 
Conference, delivered an address on 
November 27 last, in City of Mex- 
ico, at the request of fellow-mem- 
bers of his delegation, in which he 
defined, in clear and forcible language, 
the attitude of the United States, as 
indicated by the acts of our repre- 
sentative statesmen, toward the other 
republics on this hemisphere. The oc- 
casion which called forth the address 
was a dinner given by the United 
States delegates to their colleagues of 
the Pan-American Conference, and Mr. 
Barrett's remarks were received with 
many manifestations of pleasure and 
approval. While not assuming to en- 
large upon or interpret the traditional 
policy and attitude of the United States 
toward her sister republics of the 
Western Hemisphere, he expressed the 
opinion that it was sufficient ‘simply to 
emphasize some  cilearly-established 
truths which the opponents of Pan- 
Americanism, whether nations, men, or 
a certain element of the foreign and 
home press, holding the sixpence of 
prejudice too near the eye to see the 
grand, abiding truth beyond, cannot 
controvert or destroy.” He proceeded 
to show that our Pan-American policy, 
which was first unmistakably defined 
by President Monroe, “practiced 
through a long period of years and con- 
firmed in later days by that great 
apostie of Pan-Americanism, Secretary 
Biaine, has never been more frankly 
and honestly interpreted than by the 
late lamented President McKinley re- 
cently at Buffalo, by President Roose- 
velt, when yet Vice-President, at Minne- 
apolis, and by Secretary Hay only a 
few days past at New York.” Mr. 
Barrett further said: 

“The Pan-American policy of the 
United States is as open as a book. It 
is not modified and weakened secret 
treaties. In its wide applicat the 
United States affects no air of patron-
